Claims 1-19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3) t because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a plasma source 
constructed in a manner as required in claims 1, 12, 15 and 16, in that, at least one cathode electrode connects to a power supply 
while supporting at least at least one magnetron discharge region within a discharge cavity as a wall portion, wherein a plurality of 
magnets disposed adjacent the wall portion of the discharge cavity so as to create a null magnetic field point within the discharge 
cavity. 



Claims 1-19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus a plasma source having cathodes supporting as a wall portion for 
producing uniform linear beam is found industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
